In response to the Office Action mailed January 7, 2003 in connection with the above- 
identified application, Applicants request entry and consideration of the following amendments and 
remarks. 


THE AMENDMENTS 


In the Claims : 

Please cancel claims 5-10 and 1^-34. 
Please add claims 57-71 below. 
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57. (New) A transgenic mouse whose genome comprises a disruption in an endogenous glucagon 
receptor gene, wherein where the disruption is homozygous, the transgenic mouse exhibits, 
relative to a wild-type mouse, a metabolic abnormality or a pancreatic abnormality. 

58. (New) The transgenic mouse of claim 57, wherein the metabolic abnormality comprises a 
decreased fasting blood glucose level. 

59. (New) The transgenic mouse of claim 58, wherein the metabolic abnormality comprises 
increased glucose tolerance. 

60. (New) The transgenic mouse of claim 59, wherein the increased glucose tolerance is 
characterized by a decreased blood glucose level following glucose administration.
